hence, no one knows, But it 
at all certain that his services to 
science will be found equal to those 
of Professor Michelson, one of 
actual, concrete achievement. 

It was Professor Michelson who 
first measured exactly the length 


of a ray in the spectrum, establish - 
ing permanent, exact measurement 
for all time. 

It was he who corrected measure- 
ment of the speed of light, “yard 
stick” of the universe, essential to 
all astronomical calculations. And 
Michelson, in an experiment of in- 
finite delicacy and difficulty, estab- 
lished the rigidity of the earth, 
about equal to that of a solid ball 
of steel, 25,000 miles round. 

Dr, Einstein’s recent announce- 
ment that he revises his opinions on 
the universe, which he had for 
merly circumscribed and lMmited 
arbitrarily, is important. 

After talking with the gathering 
of scientists in Los Angeles, he 
changed his personal arrangement 
ef the universe, showing that his 
conclusions were not based on possi- 
tive knowledge. 

Nobody has ever changed any- 
thing in Newton's formula, “direct- 
ly as the mass and inversely as the 
square of the distance.” 

Considering that people of the 
Jewish race make up less than one 
half of 1 per cent of earth's popu- 
lation, it is interesting to note that 
the two greatest living scientists are 
probably Michelson and Einstein, 
both Jews. 

RS. RUTH PAPPAS who lives 

in Chicago, laughs occasion- 

ally when she looks at her husband. 
On Wednesday in their west Harri- 
son street house, while she darned 
socks, her husband John told a 
friend that no hold-up men “could 
get away with me.”

Last spring the western farmer sowed 
a crop of wheat in hope that the event 
would prove better than the prospect and 
that prices would go up. He is approach- 
ing another seeding season with that 
hope shattered and the prospect not 
improved. 

But there is at least one reassuring 
consideration. If the western farmer, on 
his low priced and highly productive land, 
cannot raise wheat at present prices, 
farmers in other countries cannot make a 
living at the business either. 

A price that is below production cost 
is an evil that carries its own cure, though 
the cure may not operate in a day or a 
month. If the world is to eat bread it will 
have to pay living wages to the man who 
grows the wheat; else he cannot and will 
not grow wheat. 

There is a positive drift at present in 
western Canada toward more diversified 
farming. The same tendency, it may be 
assumed, is under way in other wheat 
growing countries, for the same reason. 
As that trend proceeds, the wheat supply 
will fali to a level approximating the 
demand, and prices will adjust themselves 
in economic balance. 


ONLY THE BEST IS WANTED 


Alberta dairymen, at their convention 
in Calgary, approved a resolution declar- 
ing that all butter and other dairy pro- 
ducts shipped out of Canada should carry 
an official brand showing that they come 
up to an accepted standard of excellence. 

The dairymen foresee that Canada, 
having recovered from the wheat-growing 
boom, is likely to become again an export- 
er of butter, to resume the exportation of 
cheese on something like the former scale, 
and to send abroad other dairy products 
in increased amounts. They foresee, too, 
that if Canadian producers of these com- 
modities are to find buyers and obtain 
satisfactory prices abroad, they will have 
to produce the best and send out nothing 
but the best. 

The importation of New Zealand but- 
ter has done one thing for the dairy inter- 
ests of Canada that should be of lasting 
value to them. It has shown them the 
kind of competition they will have to face 
when they send their butter abroad. The 
falling off in our export of cheese carries 
the same lesson for our cheese-makers. It 
is to the British buyer we must look chief- 
ly to take our surplus dairy products. It 
will be of no use to offer him anything 
poorer in quality than the best that New 
Zealand offers him in butter and cheese. 


COMPULSORY AUTO INSURANCE 


A court in Montreal has decided that 
the owner of an automobile is liable for 
damages if his chauffeur takes his car, 
without consent, and injures somebody in 
the course of a “joy ride.” 

That looks like hard law for the own- 
er of the automobile. But suppose the 
court ruled otherwise, and the chauffeur 
had nothing with which to pay damages? 
In that case the luckless victim would have 
to foot his own hospital and doctor bills, 
and suffer the loss of wages and perhaps 
permanent disability, with no compensa- 
tion. The point of the decision is that the 
innocent victim of recklessness is entitled 
to recover from somebody. 

Not, many people are injured by joy- 
riding chauffeurs who have borrowed 
their employers’ cars without consent. But 
a good many are injured by reckless own- 
ers driving their own cars and unable to 
pay damages, If the rule holds in one 
case that the victim should recover from 
somebody, it ought to hold in the other. 

As a matter of fact the wealthy car- 
owner will presens himeelf against the 
escapades of his chauffeur by taking out 
accident insurance. Why should not the 
owner who drives his own car be obliged 
to do the same thing’? It makes no parti- 
cular difference to the victim 
the car that ran over him was driven by a 
chauffeur or by the owner. His sufferings 
are the same in either case, and the ex- 
pense bills foot up to the same amount 
If he is entitled to collect damages in the 
one casé he should be given an equally 
good chance to collect in the other.

lation of broadcasting in Canada. Just 
what the action will be is more or less 
guesswork. If anyone should ask why 
parliament should take any action at all 
in the matter, the sufficient answer is “‘lis- 
ten in’. 

The broadcasting business has grown 
up in Canada, as it has in the United 
States, with about the least possible inter- 
ference from Government. Whoever felt 
inclined to start a broadcasting station 
bought the necessary equipment, got a 
Government license, and went on the air. 
With the net result that there are now 
some 70 stations in Canada, and 600 in 
the United States. 

There is no money to be made directly 
by shooting entertainment programs into 
the air, and no way of coilecting from 
those who may choose to get the appro- 
priate apparatus and listen to them. To 
meet the expense of preparing and send- 
ing out programs, and to secure interest 
on the investment, advertising time is sold 
by the broadcasting station, as adyertis- 
ing space is sold by the newspapers. 

Because United States broadcasting 
stations have a larger and richer adver- 
tising patronage available to them, there 
are more stations on that side of the bor- 
der than in Canada, and more powerful 
stations. These produce programs of in- 
finite variety and sometimes of the high- 
est merit—but all interspersed with ad- 
vertising talks designed to increase the 
sales of U. S. products, and none of them 
framed with a view to cultivating Cana- 
dian sentiment or keeping alive the con- 
sciousness of Canadian nationality. 

The result is that when Canadians 
“tune in” they generally tune in on a 
United States station. And when they lis- 
ten to Canadian stations they are often 
entertained with programs originating in 
the United States and relayed by a hook- 
up arrangement. It may be added that 
every part of the settled area of Canada 
is covered by one or more than one United 
States station, while the stations in Can- 
ada do not cover more than one-third the 
settled area of the Dominion. 

These facts would seem to pretty 
clearly establish a case for action by the 
Canadian parliament. Stating the case 
negatively, the radio has not been used to 
contribute to more than a minimum de- 
gree either to the stimulation of Canadian 
business or to the development of dis- 
tinctively Canadian culture. Considering 


the possibilities of the broadcast in both 
these directions, it is time for a change.

CANNED BANQUETS 

Recently a delicious banquet was served where 
every food had been in the can for at least fifteen 
years and was still as attractive and tasted as good 
as the day that it was packed. ‘This ability to keep 
for many years is only one of the many reasons why 
canned foods are becoming popular all over the world 
and are carried into northern countries on sleds pull- 
ed by dog teams, and carried across destrts by camels, 
as well as being found in every grocery store in civ- 
ilized countries. 

Perhaps the greatest advantage of using canned 
foods is that you can always be assured of having a 
big variety on hand as long as your pantry shelves 
are covered with assorted canned goods. Often it is 
impossible to obtain fresh foods just when you need 
them, and the canned variety will act as a very good 
substitute, They are easily prepared. 

We no longer need make fun of the new bride who 
uses a can opener, for often canned foods taste better 
and are more wholesome than improperly cooked 
fresh foods. 

Kitchens are maintained by every large cannery 
where the best methods are worked out for saving the 
flavor and preserving the food value of the canned 
foods. The new methods now used by modern can- 
neries conserve vitamin C which prevents scurvy. 

The next time you order some canned goods, try 
out some of the new varieties of foods which are be- 
ing packed. The old standbys, such as peas, corn and 
tomatoes ate still good, but in addition to these many 
other foods are canned, such as asparagus, artichoke 
hearts, tomato juice, pineapple juice, grapefruit, 
succotash, carrots, turnip greens, shelled walnuts and 
pecans, salad oils and salad dressings, canned soups, 
sardines, crab meat, shrimp, tuna, fresh prunes, dried 
rpunes, green lima beans, string beans, bean sprouts, 
bamboo shoots, beets, pumpkin, sweet potatoes, fish, 
meats of various kinds, fruits and berries, spinach, 
okra, chicken, caviar and milk. All of these foods 
are just as wholesome when canned as when fresh, 
and in many cases it is a distinct saving to buy them 
in this way. Families will find it an economic ad- 
vantage to buy their canned goods by case lots, in this 
way effecting a saving in buying and having a stock 
on hand when needed. 

In referring to canned goods, I also include foods 
prepared in jars and bottles in which the same 
methods of sterilizing the food and sealing it & 
used. With such a big assortment of varieties to 
choose from it is possible to serve wholesome banquets 
and avoid monotony in the diet at any time in the 
year. Do not let prejudiie stand in your way. Nu- 
merous scientific experiments have shown that can- 
ned goods are wholesome for any one to use.

Indians and Whites Return 
From the Trap Lines - 
Emptyhanded 


« Canadian Prees 

PORT ARTHUR, Ont, Feb, 9— 
Hunters and trappers in the region of 
Lake Njpigon this winter are experi- 
encing one of the most unproductive 


seasons they have ever known, ac- 
cording to Rev, Father J, Couture, 
Roman Catholic missionary to the In- 
dians of that territory, who is in the 
city today 

“Conditions were bad two years 
ago,” Father Couture stated, “and they 
were bad last year. The Indians 
thought they would be better this year, 
but they are worse.” Father Couture 
told of four Indians he knew, all good 
workers, who had made a trip over 
their trap lines lasting 15 days. They 
returned to their homes worn out from 
their efforts, with only one fisher and 
after seeing only two tracks of 
marten. 

There were also two white trappers 
in the same vicinity who had obtained 
nothing all fall and winter, but two 
marten, the fur-bearing creature 
which in former years has been a big 
money-maker for the Indian and 
white trappers of the Nipigon country. 

“There is nothing,” Father Couture 
terscly stated; “and it is the same all 
around the Nipigon country They 
have nothing to live on. Rabbits are 
coming back, but slowly, and even the 
moose is scarce. The Indians are liv- 
ing on fish, but even the fishing on 
Lake Nipigon is not so good for the 
liidians now, because of the greater 
amount of fish taken by the com- 
mercial companies. 

One marked evidence of these con- 
ditions, Father Couture stated, was the 
fact that Indians this winter were 
eating suckers and mud-pouts, an cel- 
like fish, something they had seldom 
been known to do before

Edifice of St. Jean Baptiste 
Destroyed—Loss 
$400,000

OTTAWA, Ont., Feb, 9—One of 
the prominent marks in Ottawa's 
sky line was removed early Sunday 
morning when fire of unknown 
origin completely destroyed St, Jean 
Baptiste church, Loss ts estimated

The biage was discovered shortly 
before three o'clock by priests who 
were at their devotions. In less than 
two hours the interior of the edifice 
had been swept by flames and only 
the walls remain, The sacred vessels 
were saved, 

This is the second major loss to 
Catholic parishes of the city in six 
weeks. Two days after Christmas, St, 
Joseph's church was razed by fire 
with a loss also in the neighborhood 
of $400,000, 

50 YEARS OLD 

Standing for nearly 50 years on a 
promontory in the western part of 
Ottawa, St. Jean Baptiste chureh 
stood out conspicuously on the skyline 
and as the flames leaped upward 50 
feet in the air the lurid glare was 
thrown over half the city. 

Apparatus was rushed from several 
fire stations and although firemen 
battled strenuously in sub-zero 
weather their task was hopeless from 
the outset, Fortunately a strong wind 
kept the flames from reaching the 
priest's residence only a short dis- 
tance away. Plans for rebuilding the 
structure will go ahead at once,

Dickens Fellowship 
Honors Memory of 
Charles Dickens 


|! ine Addresses Given At 


Annual Birthday 
Banquet 

‘Testimony to the great humanity 
and heart-touching altruism of the 
writer Charles Dickens, was the birth- 
day banquet arranged in his honor by 
the Dickens’ Fellowship in the Hud-| 
son's Bay Dining Room on Saturday 
evening. The presence of the man who| 
95 years ago was one of the most stir- 
ring forces in England was felt in the 
banquet room as the cleverly arranged 
dinner—-after the style of Todgers’ 
Commercial Boarding House—over one 
toast after another was proposed in 
memory of the novelist 

A very fine note was struck by the 
opening toast, when Dr. E. K. Broadus 
head of the English Department ot 
the University, spoke to the Immortal 
Memory. Avoiding the platitudes and 
pointless flattery that are sometimes 
voiced in praise of great men, Dr. 
Broadus gave a fine criticism of 
Dickens, his works and his claim upon 


| immortality. 


While his humor, fertility of inven- 
tion, social reforms in the case of 


| private schools, debtors prisons, sums, 
| were well known to every lover of 
| Dickens, it is interesting to hear con- 


temporary criticism of his works. Dr, 


Broadus chose many extracts from a} 


particularly well known writer and 
scholarly review appearing in the 


| Quarterly Review of 1837, when 17] 
of the Pickwick Papers had appeared, | 
and the first installments of Oliver | 


Twist were also in print 
WITHOUT BENEFIT 
OF PUBLICITY 


In some quarters Dickens was not 


at first noticed, but was considered 
merely another “low-brow” humorist 


| He wrote without benefit of publicity, | 


and earned his place in the hearts of 
the people through the human appeal 
of his writings. While his work fol- 
lowed somewhat the school of humor 
established by Rev. Sidney Smith and 
Theodore Hook, there was a freshness 
about it that was pleasant to the peo- 
ple after the sickeni silver spoon” 
viewpoint of the lower classes, as taken 
by other writers 

The reviewer in the Fortnightly 
Review had sought to answer the 
questions “Why is Dicke So popu. 
lar?” id “Will he las He notes, 
justly, that Dickens is at home in 
London, but lost when he takes his 
characters beyond it. He oonsiders 
that Dickens takes too many tasks 
in hand at once, and writes to fast 
therefore losing much that more c 
ful preparation would ve giv 
His stori are Often too 
and disconnected, and his 
deliniation lacks careful 
preparation, On the other hand, his 
great fund of humor, his brilliant de- 
liniation of lower life and hi 
humanitarian and istic appeal 
have made him live in the hearts of 
many

V. C. Hero Hits 
Journey’s End 
As ‘Nonsense’ 


The effect of the Great War on 
post-war literature, and the dire 
effect the ramificatinos of war have 
had on the nations, served as the 
main points of an address which 
Col, “Cy” Peck, V.C., a western 
pension commissioner and a Mari- 
timer, gave before the Kiwanis Ciub 
in the Macdonald hotel at noon 
Monday. 

Referring to the German books, 
Col, Peck said that in his opinion 
there was much “filthy” literature 
contained in these, and especially 
“All Quiet on the Western Front.” 
‘Thers wae little truth in it, however, 
he said. 

“Journey's End,” as fiction, was 
a good work, he said, but as a 
portrayal of war life contained a lot 
of nonsense,. “The idea of driving 
an officer to duty at the point of a 
gun is ridiculous,” he commented, 

Most of the post-war books at- 
tempting to portray the life of a 
soldier at the front contained “filth, 
morbidity and hopelessness,” said 
the speaker. 

“These writers don't know the 
real British soldier, who, as one 
writer has said, can stand up against 
fire better than any other so dier 
in the world,” declared the colonel,
